Antonio had immunized only 
abaat half its children, com- 
pared witt 79 per cent for com- 
parable cities of 706,000 popula- 
tion. The city has listed 66 cases 
of the vicious disease this year 
—» of them this month. 


Experts of 8»e U.S. Public 


Health Service's Communicable 
Disease Center in Atlanta say 
"IMS per cent of the nation's 
.children are immunized against 
diphtheria, but they rate this as 
only fairly good, 


The experts said in an inter- 


.view that 23 states do not re- 
quire pre-school shots with the 
triple DPT vaccine against 
.diphtheria, whooping cough and 
tetanus or lockjaw. 


Those slates are Alabama. 


Alaska, Arizona, Colorado, Del- 
aware, Florida, Idaho, Indiana, 
Iowa, Maine, Montana, Nebras- 
ka, Nevada, North and South 
Dakota, Oklahoma. Oregon, 
Texas, Utah, Vermont, Wash- 
ington, Wisconsin and Wyoming. 


They said that for maximum 


safety against all three mala- 
dies, children should get three 
shots of the triple vaccine a 
month apart, beginning at about 
3 months of age—followed by a 
booster shot at age 1: another 
boaster upon entering school: 
and a booster every 10 years 
thereafter. 


Diphtheria is named for the 


Greek word "diphtbera," mean- 
ing hide or leather.

South, many of which have 
waged long and bitter cam- 
paigns against integration, have 
begun opening for 
the 
fall 


semester with black and white 
pupils sitting in classrooms to- 
gether for the first time. 


No incidents were reported 


Monday as scattered districts 
opened. 


Seven South Carolina districts 


began trying out unitary school 
systems for the first tune. 
Among them was Orangeburg, 
where black pupils outnumber 
whites. 


South Carolina school officials 


called the day "routine." 


In neighboring Georgia, sev- 


eral districts integrated for the 
first time. At Statenvilk, about 
IK of some 600 pupils at Echols 
County High are Negroes. 


Echols County, like many oth- 


ers in the South, had been oper- 
ating under a freedom-of-cboice 
plan that brought about little, if 
any, desegregation. 


Many Southern school dis- 


tricts are opening under court- 
ordered 
desegretation 
plans 


aimed at achieving racial parity 
and ending token integration. In 
Georgia alone, 81 districts have 
submitted desegregation plans 
in response to Justice Depart- 
ment suits. 


Thirty-nine other systems are 


under other court orders in 
Georgia and the other 6? dis- 
tricts in the state are either in 
compliance wife federal de- 
segregation guidelines or work- 
ing under plans approved by the 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare. 


Classes began in four Ala- 


bama counties. Two of them, 
Dallas and Randolph, were un- 
der orders to do away with the 
concept of separate schools for 
white and black pupils. 


Officials of the Alabama Edu- 


cation Department said 
the 


Hount and Clebarne county 
schools already had done away 
with dual school systems and 
reopened on mat basis Monday. 


In Randolph County, one all- 


Negro school was closed and its 
500 pupils were transferred to 
previously all-white or predomi- 
nantly white schools.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Say- 


ing job discrimination is more 
pervasive against women than 
racial minorities, a Senate pan- 
el urges new federal powers 
aimed at expediting equal op- 
portunity for all. 


The Labor and Public Welfare 


Committee's 
report 
Monday 


said the Civil Rights Act of 1964 
had been widely violated by em- 
ployers paying women less than 
men for the same work. 


"This kind of blatantly dis- 


parate treatment is particularly 
obnoxious in view of the fact 
that this law has been in exist- 
ence for more than five years," 
commented Sen. Harrison A. 
Williams, D-N.J. 


While the act banned sex dis- 


. crimination 
as well as that 


based on race, color, religion or 
national origin, Williams said 
the protection^ afforded women 
have been "regarded as a kind 
of legislative accident." 


The report backed the com- 


mittee's earlier endorsement of 
a bill which would give the 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission authority to issue 
cease-and-desist orders against 
all types of employment dis- 
crimination. 


The committee cited statistics 


for 1968 showing that male 
professional and technical work- 
ers averaged $10,152 while wom- 
en in the same jobs got $6,691. 


Figures lor other occupations 


included: 
clerical 
workers, 


men, $7,351, women, $4,789; op- 
eratives (mostly factory work- 
ers), men, $6,058, 
women, 


$3,332; sales workers, men, 
$8,549, women, $3,461. 


Mayor James Tate proclaimed 
Wednesday "Women's Rights 
Day." Pittsburgh Mayor Peter 
Flaherty issued a similar proc- 
lamation earlier. 


Tate acted after five women 


surrounded him in the hallway 
of a city building and com- 
plained that other city officials 
had turned down their request. 


"I'm all for women's rights," 


said the mayor. "I'm all for 
women. I used to be pretty good 
with them when I was young- 
er." 


The proclamation reads, in 


part, "The cradle of liberty is 
apparently 
fearful 
of 
being 


rocked and is currently only 
willing to formally acknowledge 
that women may vote." 


The Aug. 26 date of the strike 


was chosen to coincide with the 
50th anniversary of final ratifi- 
cation of the 19th Amendment, 
which gave women the right to 
vote. 


"After the vote," says Betty 


Frieda n, one of the leaders of 
the National Organization of 
Women—NOW—"we haven't 
come such a long way baby. But 
we do have a movement. When 
those 24 hours (of Aug. 26) are 
over, this nation will no longer 
be the same. No one will be able 
to think the women's movement 
has been turned off, subverted 
or laughed away." 


The demonstrations will take 


a variety of forms. There will 
be 
the 
traditional 
rallies, 


speeches, marches and work- 
shops in many areas, including 
New York, Washington, Detroit 
and Boston. 


In addition, however, women 


are being urged not to perform 
household chores they consider 
menial—"don't iron while the 
strike is hot,"—to bring their 
children to their husband's of- 
fices and to reject the role of 
consumer and stop buying for 
one day.

Subversives 
Blamed for 


Finds More Segregated 
Classes In North Than 
Boforo Court Idlct 


23, 1970

WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov- 


ernment endorsement of hous- 
ing discrimination during the 
first half of the century is to 
blame for segregation in North- 
em schools, & congressional 
committee was told today. 


Sixteen years after the Su- 


preme Court ordered an end to 
separate but equal schools for 
blacks and whites, there are 
more segregated classes in the 
North than ever before, said 
Robert L. Carter, president of 
the National Committee Against 
Discrimination in Housing. 


"While white America has 


talked of integrated schools and 
residential areas, its practices 
have 
fostered" 
segregation, 


Carter said. 


His remarks were prepared 


for the Senate Equal Education- 
al 
Opportunity 
Committee 


which is exploring the status of 
integration and problems in 
achieving it. 


Five 
decades ago, when 


blacks 
began 
migrating 
to 


Northern cities and whites be- 
gan moving to the suburbs, Car- 
ter said, private realtors, build- 
ers and lenders did much to pre- 
vent blacks from moving out of 
what soon became city ghettos. 


But he blamed local, state and 


federal housing programs and 
pre-1948 court actions enforcing 
racially restrictive covenants as 
having "by far the most signifi- 
cant influence on the intensifica- 
tion of residential segregation 
outside the South." 


The courts outlawed such dis- 


criminatory real estate deeds in 
1948. 


"Prior to 1950, the Federal 


Housing 
Administration 
re- 


quired racial restrictions in 
deeds, openly advocated hous- 
ing segregation and enforced 
practices aimed at producing— 
and which in fact did produce- 
separate black and white resi- 
dential areas," Carter said. 


After 1950, the FHA adopted 


modified rules but never imple- 
mented them, he said. 


"Federal public housing agen- 


cies condoned, supported and 
subsidized the building of 'sep- 
arate but equal' housing for 
black people throughout the na- 
tion," he said. 


About the same time, Carter 


said, Northern school educators 
began to enforce school assign- 
ments by neighborhoods. This 
effectively 
imposed 
housing 


segregation on the schools, he 
said. 


When 
challenged 
now 
to 


change this segregation, Carter 
said, school officials suggest 
segregated housing was an act 
of God and beyond their control. 


"Housing 
segregation 
and 


school segregation should be 
considered equally unlawful," 
Carter said. 


"In general, white Norther- 


ners favor the separation," Car- 
ter contended. 


"The present administration 


has supported these sentiments 
by condoning 'de facto' (neigh- 
borhood pattern) school segre- 
gation and expressing an unwill- 
ingness to move against it, 
North or South," Carter said. 


"To concentrate on 'de jure' 


(officially 
ordered) 
school 


segregation without taking steps 
to eliminate or minimize 'de 
facto' school segregation is to 
indulge in a meaningless cha- 
rade," he said. 


There is no 
fundamental 


difference, he said, adding: 


"They are both rooted in rac- 


ism." 


Explosion

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - A 


Trans World Airlines jetliner, 
hijacked to Cuba by a husky 
young man who wore an Army 
uniform and "fooled the pilot," 
landed safely early today at 
Philadelphia International Air- 
port. 


The Boeing 727 touched down 


at 4:53 a.m., 9Vi hours after it 
was originally scheduled to ar- 
rive Monday at 7:33 p.m. on a 
flight from Las Vegas. 


The hijacker, who boarded the 


plane on a military half fare 
ticket, left the plane at Havana. 
The other 79 passengers and a 
crew of six returned to Philadel- 
phia after a stop in Miami. Two 
FBI agents also returned with 
the plane from Miami. 


FBI agent Oliver Revell said 


the passenger manifest identi- 
fied the hijacker as Robert J. 
Labadie. 


The pilot said the man showed 


him a military identification 
card with the same name on it. 


The hijacker, riding In the 


first class section of the Phila- 
delphia-bound flight told a stew- 
ardess to order the pilot of TWA 
flight 134 to Cuba or he would 
signal a friend in the coach sec- 
tion to set off a bomb. 


The hijacker, described as in 


his late 20s, boarded the flight 
in Chicago. He took over as the 
plane passed Fort Wayne, Ind., 
and allowed it to land in Pitts- 
burg to refuel before making 
the hop to Havana. 


The plane returned to Miami 


at 1:36 a.m. today where FBI 
agents and Army intelligence 
officers questioned 
the pilot, 


Capt. Warren George of New 
York City. 


An airline spokesman in Mi- 


ami said the pilot reported the 
hijacker boarded on a military 
half-fare first class ticket and 
wore an Army uniform with the 
single stripe of a private first 
class. The spokesman said the 
hijacker told the crew he had 
been In Vietnam and was really 
an Army captain. 


An 
unidentified 
stewardess 


carried his messages to the pi- 
lot, the spokesman said. 


He said his "accomplice" was 


an Army ordnance man who 
made the bomb. 


The spokesman said the hi- 


jacker insisted that the curtain 
separating the first class and 
coach sections remain open so 
his "accomplice" could see a 
signal 
in case things 
went 


wrong. 


There was no accomplice and 


only the man in the solder's uni- 
form got off in Havana, said 
Nancy McLernore, TWA spokes- 
man here. 


At 2:42 a.m. the flight took off 


for Philadelphia without unload- 
ing its passengers in Miami. 
Two FBI agents boarded the 
flight to question crew members 
and the passengers on the two- 
hour flight North. 


"The captain said he thought 


it was a bluff," said Mrs. Mc- 
Lemore. 


She said George told her he 


made no attempt to overpower 
the hijacker. 


The hijacker gave no reason 


for his desire to go to Havana, 
she said.

Fighter-bombers and Cambo- 


dian gunboats on the Mekong 
River came to the defense of 
Prek Tameak, which was over-

my force. The village is on the 
eastern side of the Mekong, 
while Phnom Penh is on the 
western bank. 


A Cambodian spokesman said 


the Viet Cong were held back at 
Saang by a South Vietnamese 
AC47 gunship that circled most 
of the night, dropping flares and 
spraying the attack routes with 
rapid fire from its three 7.62mm 
miniguns. 


There were no casualty re- 


ports from either Prek Tameak 
or Saang. Some observers be- 
lieve the attacks are part of an 
enemy attempt to establish a 
foothold to harass the Phnom 
Penh area.
